Washington, Mareh 2.—After work- 


ing until early 1 o’clock this morning, 
panning we workmen's compensation 
law and h ling a mass of routine ap- 
propriation bills, the house took a re- 
cess until 2:30 o’clock this afternoon. 
Majority Leader Underwood announced 
during the evening session that it 
would be necessary for the house to 
resort to the unusual expedient of 
meeting for regular business on Sun- 
day, owing to the situation as to the 
big supply bills. To obviate the neces- 
sity of a Sunday appearing as a legis- 
lative day in the record, a recess was 
taken, preserving the legislative day of 
March. 1. 
Buildings Bill Dead. 

“The public buildings bill is dead— 
as dead as a door nail,” announced 
Chaiman Burnett, of the house public 
buildings committee, tonight. Mr. Bur- 
nett said that the senate had insisted 
upon its amendment for many millions 
of dollars for various projects, and that 
it had been impossible to reach an 
agreement. 

The senate passed the general defi- 
ciency -appropriation bill, the last of 
the great supply bills to be acted upon 
by that body, at 1:45 o’clock this morn- 
ing. -A number of amendments were 
made, one of them appropriating $500,- 
000 to carry into effect the railroad 
physical valuation bill, which became 
a law vesterday. The deficiency Dill 
carries almost $30,000,000. 

At, 2:20 a. m. the senate agreed to 
the conference report on the postoffice 
appropriation bill, covering all differ- 
ences between the two houses except 
one. The exception was the amend- 
ment of the senate directing the weigh- 
ing of the, mails next September to 
provide a proper basis. for computa- 
tion of rates for transportation of par- 
cel post mail and to dispense with the 
blue tag system of separating second- 
class mail matter. On this amend- 
ment the senate ordered a second con- 
ference. 

By a vote of 45 to 16 the senate 
agreed at 2:35 a. m. to accept the con- 
ference report on the river and harbor 
biiL The bill excludes ‘the Newlands 
amendment providing a commission to 
make a general investigation of the 
waterways of the country. 

At 2:38 a. m. the senate took @ re- 
cess until 2 o’clock this (Sunday) aft- 
ernoon.

Continuous Cheering. 
band, a glare of fireworks 
continuous cheering brought the 
president-elect to the door of his bun- 
galow just as the procession of stu- 
dents and residents turned the corner 
of Cleveland lane, marching by the 
house where Grover Cleveland lived 
and died. The streets were muddy, but 
the marchers trudged merrily along. 
When they reached the Wilson home, a 
great cheer went up. 

C. S. Robinson, a republican, and A. 
S. Leigh, a democrat, bore a silver lov- 
ing cup. Colonel David M. Flynn pre- 
sented it in a brief speech. The presi- 
dent-elect stood on a box just outside 
the portico of his home and said good- 
by to his fellow townsfolk. 

The president-elect said he meant to 
enjoy the three days between his resig- 
nation of the governorship and tnaugu- 
ration day, in which he was a “plain 
and untitled citizen,’ not because he 
had no particular responsibility, but 
-because of the reminiscence of the 
years that had preceded. : 

Real Rootages of PHEMStism. 

“IT want you to believe me,” he said, 
“when I say I shall never lose the con- 
sciousness of those years. I would be 
a very poor president if I did lose it. I 
have always believed that the real 
rootages of patriotism were local, that 
they resided in one’s consciousness of 
an intimate touch with persons who 
were watching him with a Knowledge 
of his character. 

“You cannot love a country abstract- 
lv; you have got to love it concretely. 
You have got to know people, in order 
to love them. You have got to feel as 
they do in order to have sympathy with 
them, and any man would be a very 
poor public servant who did not regard 
himself as a part of the public himself. 
No man can imagine how other people 
are thinking. He can know only by 
what is going on in his own head, and 
if that head is not connected by every 
thread of suggestion with the heads of 
people about him he cannot think as 
they think 

Leaving in Body, Not in Spirit. 

“I am turning away from this place 
in body, -but not in spirit, and — am 
doing it with genuine sadness. The 
real trials of life are the connections 
you break, and when a man has lived 
in One place as long as I have lived tn 
Princeton and has had as many expe- 
riences as I have had here, first as an 
undergraduate and then as a resident, 
he Knows what it means to change his 
residence and to go Into strange envi- 
roninents and surroundings. 

“Il have never been inside of the 
white house, and I shal] feel very 
strange when I get inside of it. I 
shall think of this Rttle house behind 
me and remember how much more fa- 
millar it ig to me than that ts likely to 
be, and how much more intimate a 
sense of possession there must be in 
the one case than in the qther. 

“One cannot be a neighbor to the 
whole United States. I shall miss my 
neighbors. I-shall mise the daily con. 
tact with the men I know and bj 
whom I am known,.and one of the hap- 
piest things in my thought will be that 
your good wishes go with me. 

“With your confidence and the con- 
fidence of men like you, the task that 
lies before me will be gracious ané 
agreeable. It will be a thing to be 
proud of, because J] am trying to repre- 
sent those who have so graciously 
trusted me.” 

Shook Hands for Hour. 

An outburst of applause arose from 
the crowd after the speech. A line was 
formed and Mr. Wilson shook hand:

creased Wages $4,000,000 a 
Year and Taxed the Con- 
sumers $13,450,000 a Year. 


INVESTIGATION MADE 
BY BUREAU OF LABOR 


Forced by Strike to Advance 
Wages, the Combine Imme- 
diately Popped Up Prices 
to the Consumers. 


Washington, March 1.—Hard coal 
companies increased the wages of their 
employees $4,000,000 a years after the 
strike agreement of last May, and in- 
ereased the price of anthracite to con- 
sumers $13,450,000, according to a re- 
nort based on an investigation by the 


bureau of labor, submitted to the 


house today. 

The report, submitted by Secretary 
Nagel, is the result of an investiga- 
tion conducted in response to a house 
resolution asking for the “elements 2f 
‘ost and profit included in the presengé 
high price of anthracite.” 

An average increase of 26 cents a 
ton in wh6lesale coal prices was dis- 
covered to -have been made since the 
strike agreement of last May. In spite 
xf the fact that the workers benefited 
about $4,000,000 in increased wages in 
the year, the report adds that “the re- 
cent increases in prices have been more 


‘han apfficient to compensate fully 
those companies whose costs of pro- 
i‘uction have increased more rapidly 
during’ recent vears and at the sanie 
ime have very greatly 
‘rofits of those companies, of whom 
there are at least several whose costs 
»f production either decreased or re- 
mained stationary during the same pe- 
riéd.” : 

813,000,000 Gained by Operators. 

Of the more than $13,000,000 gained 
»y the operators after the strike agree- 
nent, $10,900,000 was derived from gen- 
ral increase in prices and about §2,- 
550,000 from the suspension of April 
and May discounts, while, in addition, 
» limited number of operators are re- 
sorted to have “recovered large sums 
through the sale of coal at premiums 
nade possible by the shortage of ship- 
nents,” incident to the strike. 

The discounts of 40 and 50 cents a 
-on customarily allowed in April and 
May on domestic size coal were sus- 
jsended during these months In 1912. As 
4 result the operators not only gained 
py saving this discount, says the re- 
»v0rt, but in addition*purchasers who 
were unable to get their usual. supply 
_n those months were forced to buy it 
uring June, July or August, when dis- 
sount rates were smaller, or in Septem- 
ser and later when full circular prices 
are charged. The $13,450,000, the re- 
ogort says, was net profit, because out 
>f it came the cost of six weeks’ ces- 
cation of work by the strikers and also 
che increase in their wages.

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REDFIELD CHOSEN 
FOR THE CABINET 


“Congressman to Be Secretary 


of Commerce—Wilson for 
Labor Secretary — Three 
Places Still to Fill. 


New York, March 1.—Congressman 
William C. Redfield, of Brooklyn, will 
be secretary of commerce in the Wil- 
son cabinet. Louis D. Brandeis, of Bos- 
ton, whose name has been mentioned 
will not be tn the new 
cabinet. This information was received 
tonight from an authoritative source in 
Trenton, N. J. 

Three places in the new cabinet—the 
portfolios of war, interior and agricul- 
ture—still are under consideration by 
President-elect Wilson. 

Only himself and one other person 
know the names of the men to be sent 
to the senate for confirmation for these 
three places. It was stated, however, 
that none of the names that -have been 
previously mentioned for any of these 
places will be included tn fhe final list. 
This statement bars the names of for- 
mer Governor Norris, of Montana: for- 
mer Governor Burke, of North Dakota: 
Joséph Peall, of Oregon; former Gov- 
ernor Hawley, of Missouri; State Chair- 
man Tallman, of Nevada; Jerry B. Sul- 
livan, of Iowa, and Colonel George 
Goethals, from further consideratiqn 
for cabinet places. In the list also 
probably will be the names of President 
Henry Waters, of the Kansas State 
Agricultural college; Senator Obadiah 
Gardner, of Maine; and Professor 
Charles W. Dabney, of the University 
of Cincinnati, all of whom have been 
mentioned for secretary of agriculture. 

The cabinet places that have been 
filled, according to the Trenton in- 
formant, are William J. Bryan, of Ne- 
braska, secretary of state; William G. 
McAdoo, of New York, secretary of 
the treasury; James McReynolds, of 
Tennessee, attorney general: William 
C. Redfield, of Brooklyn, secretary of 
commerce; Albert 8. Burleson, of Texas, 
postmaster general, William B. Wil- 
son, of Pennsylvania, secretary of la- 
bor; and Josephus Danigis, of North 
Carolina, secretary of the navy. 

The selection of Congressman Red- 
field for secretary of commerce, it was 
said, was made by President-elect Wil- 
son because of his expert knowledge’ of 
the tariff, a subject he discussed with 
Mr. Wilson many times during the cam- 
paign, and on which he was called in 
conference.

report adds, represents a raise of only 
8 to 10 cents a ton in the cost of coal 
production. 

' The report does not estimate how 
much more the public paid for ##% coal 
last year than if 1911 rates had con- 
tinued, although it says that the in- 
crease in wholesale prices affected re- 
tail prices, and that in all communi- 
ties these advances were felt. The re- 
tail increase averaged 25 cents a ton 
on stoves and 40 to 50 cents on ches:- 
nut coal. 

,in some instances, however, 
prices were much more pronounced. 

Still Further Advantage. 

The report shows that the coal com- 
panies affected by the supreme court 
decision of last December had until 
then a still further advantage in that 
their contracts with independent com- 
panies by which they secured domes- 
tic coal at 65 per cent of tidewater 
prices, were not disturbed when the 
price of coal was increased tn June. 
While the so-called independent opera- 
tors paid their. miners the same in- 
crease in wages as the larger coal com- 
panies, they got only 65 per cent of 
the price raise, while 35 per cent of 
it, or 8.75 cents a ton, went to the big 
companies. 

As to the anthracite mine workers, 
the report says that they benefited by 
the strike agreement of May 20 lasi, 
not only by an average increase of 5.$ 
per cent in their wages, “but througn 
the concession of certain working con- 
ditions which were considered of im- 
portance,*although they cannot be 
measured in terms of money; an addi- 
tional item of importance to the miners 
being the partial recognition of their 
organization, both in the negotiations 
and in the form in which the agree- 
ment was signed.” . 

The report shows that all the oper- 
ators, most of the dealers and the 
miners, all gained by the increase fol- 
lowing the wage agreement, and that 
the consuming public alone paid higher 
prices without any compensation.”

BROWNS HAVE POSSIBILITIES; 


DODGERS ARE HOPELESS LOT 


Hugh Fullerton Discysses Outlook for These Teams This 
Season—Brooklyn Progresses Backward—Stovall 
May Lift St. Louis From the Rut.

EDITOR’S NOTE—This is the fifth 
of a series of weekly articles written 
by the world’s greatest baseball expert 
- fm doping out the major league con- 


tenders as they so to the post. 
Children, this 
week we study two 
ball clubs, one com- 
posed of a new 
grandstand, a pitch- 
er, a first baseman 
and an outfielder, 
the other composed 
of a manager and a 
lot of matertal. 
The difference be- 
tween Brooklyn in 
he National and the 
St. Louis Browns 
lies in the fact 
that one seems to 
be straining every 
effort to bulld up a 
ball club and the 
other is trying to 
keep out of last: 
place and depend 
upon a magnificent 
baseball plant to 
draw the people. 


My figures, closely reduced, show me 
that Brooklyn ts a seventh place ball 
club this season, with a better chance 
of being eighth than sixth, and that 
the Browns, while still figuring to fin- 
ish last, will be a much improved club 
and one that will give any club in the 
league a tussle. 

Just how it is cannot be told here; 
but something has gone on in the 
American league. If St. Louls has 
been conceded first pick of recruits 


and allowed to grab the promising ma- | 
terial that is loose—that is, the cheap- | 
er matertal—the Browns could scarcely | 


have done better. If there is merit} 
in the mine run of minor leaguers the 
Browns have strengthened consider- 
ably. Without paying money for the | 
stars, they have accumulated a cork- 


ing good crowd of youngsters, and [|

believe they have done better both 
the purchase and in the draft than 
any club in the country. 


Browns Are Weak. 


The team, of course, still is weak. 
needs pitchers and it needs a lot 
other things, but it 


of hope. In the first place, George Sto- 
vall has proved himself fit to class as 
a regular manager instead of as an ex- 
periment. 

Last sea.cn I figured the Browns 
would win fifty-two games. and they 
won fifty-three. This seasun I figure 
they will grab sixty-one games, and if 
they do the team that slips will go be- 
low them. Jndeed, I am figuring them 
a lot better than they were, inasmuch 
as the league as a whole has tightened 
up, the weaker clubs strengthening 
materially and the strong ones at least 
holding their own. 

It is going to be a hard 
move up in this season, for, although 
Detroit ought to be easier to beat, 
Philadelphia, the White Sox, Cleveland 
and New York will be harder, and Bos- 
ton just as hard as ever, which makes 
the task of St. Lovis more difficult. 

St. Louis’ campaign to strengthen the 
téam was a remarkable one. The 
Browns secured a regular army of re- 
eruits and canceled a dozen or more 
after drawing them. They skimmed the 
cream of the coast league, and among 
others got Patterson, a first baseman, 
from Oakland, who hit .306, and is 
touted strongly by some scouts. 


Pratt Good Hitter. 


This fellow Pratt, fair at second 
base, and to me looking better at 
shortstop, is a natural hitter and a 
clever man on the bases. With Austin 
at third and Wallace or Hallman at 
short the infield looms up as rather 
formidable. The reports I get on this 
fellow Halliman, brought back from 
Memphis on an optional agreement! 
are that he is a much improved player, 


and with Wallace ageing the young- 
ster would fit in well anywhere. 


There is a swarm trying for outfield 
positions. On the best four I can se- 
lect the outfield figures .746, against 
Boston’s .808, by the comparative tests, 
using Boston as the basis of the 
strongest. By the same test the out- 
field figures sixth in the American 
league. Truth to tell, it figures better 
than that, except for the deductions 
necessary to figure lack of experiénce 
and uncertainty as to how the team 
will line up. 

I figure that Shotten, a .290 hitter, a 
fast clever man, Brief and Maisel 
probably will be the initial line-up. 

Maisel is the fellow who set the 
league afire at Harrisburg last season 
hand for whom several clubs, including 
Baltimore, wére scrapping. Just how 
he stands now I’m not certain, but if 
St. Lotis hangs to him he looks good, 
and, according to one of the. wisest 
scouts in the country, a comer with a 
Cap come.

In fact, the pitch- 
‘ing has been so bad for several years 
that it has made a weak team 100k 
weaker than it really was. I think 
the pitching will improve immensely 
with the end of the rowdy and care- 
less regime. 

There isn't a star on the staff, but 
there are a couple who may develop 
into stars. Either Weilman or Allison 
may come fast under proper encour- 
agement, and either would be grab- 
bed by stronger clubs if they were 
loose. Hamilton is a very fair 
pitcher, but never a star and anything 
is possible for Baumgartner. 

Leverenz, from Los Angeles, is a 
promising man, and Napier, although 
he did not look good last fall, is 
strongly recommended. I like Well- 
man immensely, and one scout, work- 
ing for a National league club, tells 
me he thinks that with the exception 
of Green, secured by the New York 
Highlanders, he believes Weilman the 
strongest newcomer in the circuit—- 
which is going some. 

lt is frightfully hard to 
team until Stovall selects it, but one 
thing is certain, he has a wealth of 
promising if untried and undeveloped 
talent.

I was simply intoxicated with the 
idea of securing a chance with Au- 
gusta, since that city was only 70 
miles from Royston. ‘But to be’ sure 
of a job, I wrote to every manager 
In the league. King Kelly mangged 
Jaksonville and he politely answered 
my letter, but said he had no opening. 
The others refused to answer. 

I had collected a bunch of recom- 
mendations from men whom I thought 
would help to get me a trial. But 
naturally these were not worth any- 
small pro- 
fessional league team. So I decided 
to be persistent with the Augusta 
manager, who at that time was a man 
named Con Strouthers. 

A preacher in the town of Roy- 
ston, the Rev. John F. Yarborough, 
kindly sent a recommendation for me 
to a personal friend of his in Augusta, 
W. 8. Sherman. Mr. Sherman was 
connected in some way with the Au- 
gusta team. 

He, I suppose, approached Strouth- 
ers in my behalf, and the Augusta 
manager, to be rid of my persistent 
letter writing and show some favor 
to Mr. Sherman, wrote me, saying if: 1 
cared to come to Augusta at my own 
expense and pay my own hotel bill, 
he would condescend to give me a 
trial. He enclosed a contract calling 
for a salary of $90 per month. I 
jumped at the chance, signed the con- 
tract’ without my fathe”s knowledge 
and sent it to Strouthers. 

Now I was up against the proposi- 
tion of obtaining my father’s consent. 
I guess I had made up my mind to 
play and would have gone to Augusta 
somehow. But I respected my dad and 
wanted him to give me the desired per- 
mission. So about four weeks before 
reporting time I had several of my 
friends, who were my well-wishers, 
and who my father would listen to, 
approach him on the subject. He would 
always listen attentively, but would 
never give me any satisfaction through 
my friends.

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my eyes open and watched all that was 
going on. I improved to such an ex- 
tent that when opening day came and 
one of the players was barred by a 
decision from the national arbitration 
board, Strouthers condescended -to take 
a chance on me in center field in pref- 
erence to sending a pitcher out thera. 

That day will never be forgotten by 
me. I don’t suppose any ball player 
forgets his first day in a professional 
league game. I remember well how 
large the field looked and how large 
the crowd looked and how small the 
Players on the infield looked. For I 
knew that I might have to throw a ball 
accurately to one of those infielders, 
and it seemed then that it would be 
impossible for me to throw with any 
degree of accuracy. 

It was my first professional game, 
and I suppose I was a victim of stage 
fright. I realized it and struggled hard 
to throw it off. Finally, when the game 
started, I got my confidence. 

I think I had one or two easy 
chances. I do remember that when I 
started to make the catch it seemed 
that I would surely drop the ball.

“Germany” Shaefer and Bill Donovan, 
who were then with the Tigers, gave 
me some good advice on the eve of 
their departure. 

“Practice feet first sliding,” said 
Schaefer. “You're fast and ought to 
make good with a big league club if 
you keep after it.” 

At that time I was a confirmed 
head-first slider. But the advice from 
two such stars as Schaefer and Dono- 
van set me to thinking of the mejor

Sox, and myself. The men I mentioned 
are the ones who afterwards “went up” 
Or advanced to the higher leagues. But 
Roth could not make them win, and we 
loafed along until midseason, when he 
was deposed and the business men put 
George Leidy in as manager. 

Our team improved in Play immedi- 
ately when Leidy took charge. The 
spirit the men put into their work was 
noticeable. To this man Leidy I want 
to give credit for changing me. I was 
unainbitious at that time, was satisfied 
with my present surroundings, did not 
think I would ever attain much in the 
higher leagues, and did not know any- 
thing about big-league ways. I had 
fallen into the same run with the Other 
Players and wag a full-fledged member 
of the “joy club.” 


Gives Credit to Leidy. 

Leidy began working on me immedi- 
ately. He told me wonderful tales of 
the big leagues, what salary they were 
paid, how they traveled, how they were 
treated by management and fans and, 
in fact, stirred me up, put ambition in 
me and laid the foundation for my 
major league career. 

And to him, before all others, I want 
to give credit under my own name for 
doing more personally and without 
gain for me than any other one man 
with whom I have been connected.

Taft based his veto al- 
most entirely upon the ground that 
the bill was unconstitutional, tn that 
it virtually delegated to the states 
control of interstate traffic in liquor, 
when he held that control was vested 
solely .in congress. Attorney General 
Wickersham had given an opinion also 
holding the bill unconstitutional and 
that the president forwarded to the 
senate yesterday with his veto mes- 
sage. 

The senate repassed the bill prompt- 
ly last night and early today house 
leaders favoring the measure, led by 
Representative Clayton, chairman of 
the judiciary committee, and Repre- 
sentative Webb, one of its framers, 
began working for an immediate re- 
passage. 

Debate was limited and the house 
repassed the bill with a wide margin 
over the necessary two-thirds vote, as 
the senate had done. 

Supporters of the bill 
make effective the prohibition laws 
of “dry” states, which they say now 
are violated. because intoxicants 
shipped in to private individuals and 
have the effect of nullifying the local 
laws. 

Georgia’s representatives voted 
follows: 

For overriding the veto: 
Bell, Edwards, Hughes, 
denbery and Tribble. 

Against: Bartlett, 
Hardwick. 

Not voting: Lee. 

The measure withdraws the protec- 
tion of interstate commerce laws from 
liquor shipments, but it does not su- 
persede any prohibition statute of any 
state, or put the government 
officers behind violators of state laws. 
It simpl¥ allows state police officers 
to seize and condemn such shipments, 
even before delivery, if the state can 
show the liquors are intended for an 
illegal purpose. 

No penalties are attached to the law

There Will Be No Further

Washington, March 1.—In a special 
message reviewing the controversy 
with Colombia over the separation of 
Panama, President Taft today trans-

settlement proposals by the United 
States have closed the door to any fur- 
ther overtures on the part of the United 
States. 

The report suggested that a hope 
prevalent tn Colombia that the incom- 
ing democratic administration would 
agree to a settlement on more liberal 
terms was responsible for Colombia's 
attitude at this time. American min- 
ister Beaupre learned unofficially that 
this hope existed, and that the Colom- 
bian government desired to treat with 
the new administration. 

Secretary Knox stated in his report 
that efforts of the state department to 
replace the relations of the two coun- 
tries in a state of cordial friendship 
and mutual confidence was inspired by 
the president’s conviction that to do sv, 
so far as consistent with the dignity 
an dhonor of the United States and 
with the principles of justice, was 4 
plain duty. He pointed out, however, 
that as the subject of arbitration was 
now being urged by Colombia it seemed 
obvious that no terms of arbitral sub- 
mission could be entertained, which 
might call in question the right of Pan- 
ama to exist as a sovereign state. 

Supporting this. view, he quoted from 
Secretary Hay a declination to turn to 
The Hague tribunal, because the ques- 
tions presented in the Colombian 
“statement of grievances” were of a 
political nature and not within the 
domain of a judicial decision. 

Colombia Is Criticised. 

The report criticised the Colombian 
government for repeated failure to car- 
ry out its engagements during the 
course of the negotiations, and assert- 
ed that the Hay-Perran treaty of 1903 
failed because the Colombian president, 
by an amazing departure from the 
practice of nations, declined to recom- 
mend for approval a treaty signed un- 
der the explicit direction of his prede- 
cessor. He charged that the negotia- 
tion of the subsequent treaties—-those 
framed by Secretary Root for adjust- 
ment of all questions between the 
three countries—actually were pro- 
posed by the government itself, which 
now had refused to give them effect. 
Reference is made to the very incon- 
sistent reversion of the Colombian rep- 
resentatives to attempt to create false 
issues, followed on one occasion by the 
virtual recall of one of the plenipoten- 
tiaries. 

The secretary admitted that Colom- 
bia has suffered by her failure to reap 
her share of the benefits of the canal, 
saying this was the explanation of the 
endeavor of the United States to “ac- 
comodate the conflicting interests of 
the three parties, by the conventional 
fixation of a just measure of compen- 
sation, in money or in material equiv- 
alence.” The course of the United 
States, he added, was marked by 
“kindly forbearance and equitable gen- 
erosity.” 

Secretary Knox touched upon the 
Ospina incident when, on the eve of his 
departure on a mission of good will 
to the republics of the Caribbean, a 
personal intimation of the pleasure it 
would afford him to include Colombia 
in his itinerary was met by the as- 
sertion that such a visit would be “in- 
opportune.” 

Request for Arbitration. 

Turning to the latest Colombian re- 
quest for an arbitration under the 
terms of the old treaty of 1846, where- 
by the United Stafes guaranteed the 
neutrality of the isthmus in con- 
sideration of enjoying the right 
of free transit, the secretary held 
that a decision on that point would re- 
vive the old charges, which, as has 
been pointed out, were not subject to 
arbitration.

IDEAL JUDGE BY ATLANTANS 


In the first of the two weeks’ extra 
session of the criminal division of the 
Fulton superior court, over which he 
is presiding by special arrangement 
made in order to clear the dockets of 
cases long overdue, Judge William E. 
Thomas, of the southern circuit, has 
had an opportunity to renew many 
pieasant friendships in Atlanta and at 
the same time to exhibit upon the 
bench an attitude that has caused him 
to be spoken of as an ideal judge.

CATS WELL GUARDED 
BY THE GERMAN LAW 


Empire of Kaiser a Real Para- 
dise for Felines—Tabbies 
Must Not Be Molested. 


Berlin, March 1.—Germany is the 
paradise of cats. In no other country, 
except perhaps, ancient Egypt, where 
the cat used to be regarded as sacred, 
has pussy’s well-being ever . been 
studied more carefully than it is in the 
fatherland today. Good Americans, so 
‘tis said, go to Paris when they died, 
but American cats can desire no more 


‘blissful future state than to be trans- 


ported to Germany after nine well- 
spent lives under the Stars and Stripes. 

Jerome K. Jerome, you may remem- 
ber, discovered how carefully cats are 
looked after in the fatherland. In 
“Three Men on the Bummel” he tells 
how he hurled the usual bootjack and 
other missiles at some Berlin cats 
whose yowls were disturbing his slum- 
bers, and how he was promptly waited 
on by a German policeman who had 
carefully collected all his ammunition 
and demanded to know why the arti- 
cles had been thrown. When told that 
they had been flung: at cats he de- 
manded “What cats?” evidently expect- 
ing Jerome to be able to furnish the 
name and address of each particular 
feline. Then he informed the novelist 
that in Germany people are not per- 
things at cats, even 
when the animals are preventing them 
from sleeping. He said the propor 
course to pursue was to pursue the 
cat; in other words, follow it home 
and thus having ascertained who the 
serenader belonged to, to make a com- 
laint which, if unheeded, could be fol- 
owed by legal proceedings. 

Now German law has solemnly laid 


ones—under which a cat may be shot. . 
A lieutenant in the army who lives in 
Berlin shot two and dire is the penalty 
that has befallen him for thus destroy- 
ing eighteen lives. He has been 
mulcted, ag the legal phrase has it, in 
damages amounting to $30, or $15 per 
cat, besides having to pay all costs. 
This leutenant, whose name is 
Klotz, has a tame raven which spends 
most of its time in strutting about his 
garden. The lieutenant believed that 
two cats who Kept prowling in the 
vicinity had designs on the raven and 
after “scatting” them a few times, he 
shot first one and then the other, the 
latter when it was sneaking along the 
garden path in the direction which the 
raven had taken on its morning prome- 
nade. Now it seems that he acted 
precipitately. A Teuton judge has 
decreed that the owner of birds or any 
bird-lover in Germany who suspects a 
cat of having marked a certain bird for 
its own must wait until he catches the 
feline in the very act of pouncing on 
its prey. Then he may shoot it, but not 
otherwise, even though the yard may 
be strewn with the plumage of pre- 
vious feathered victims of the sasassin. 
A cat may not be molested even if it 
igs seen slinking away with your ca- 
nary in its mouth. at is not con- 
clusive evidence according to the re- 
cent judicial decision. The thing to 
be done is to arm yourself with a gun, 
lay in a good stock of patience, and 
lie in wait for the eat. If you actually 
see it about to spring on a bird then 
shoot, and a good aim to you, but if all 
these conditions are not fulfilled the 
cat may walk past you with: peace in 
its heart and a mocking smile on its 
face, secure in its legal rights. 
In deciding the Berlin case, the 
judge severely condemned Lieutenant 
Klotz's action {s massacreing the cats 
without positive proof that they medi- 
tated the destruction his raven The 
learned magistrate he that the cats, 
having been “scatted” once could have 
been “scatted” again without recourse 
to bloodshed, and he incidentally laid 
down the law for cat-killing as set 
forth above. Whether the oats of

“LAST HEARD OF IN AMERICA” 


London, March 1.—Once more, today, 
neerly half a column in The Times is 
filled “with the names of the missing 
heirs who were advertised for in the 
year just past, and, as usual, the 
phrase, “Last heard of in the United 
States,” is a frequent one in this list, 
which is compiled annually by an Eng- 
lish next of kin agent. 

Both money and estates in this coun- 
try are waiting for these folk, or for 
their nearest relatives, if they are no 
longer in the land of the living. Among 
them is Harry E. Heard, who left Eng- 
land for American in 1839, and 
now is “urgently sought to 
his advantage;”’ James Boothby, 
who is said to have adopted 
an assumed name and died in ‘the 
United States; Jorn W. Lascelles, for- 
merly of Plymouth, and last heard of 
in San Francisco; the heirs of Andrew 
and Norah Gallivan, who left Ireland 
for Baltimore in 1882, and those of 
Rotert Cooke, a coachman, of Manches- 


| 


ter, who emigrated to Milwaukee in 
1878. Once more, too, the representa- 
tives are sought of shareholders in the 
West New Jersey society, on whose 
stock no dividends have been paid 
since 1692. 

They literally are “all sorts” and 
conditions of men these heirs who are 
ndvertised for in the “agony’’ columns 
of the English papers. One of them is 
James Tagg (gentleman), originally of 
Reading and afterwards of Melbourne, 
while his neighbors in the next of kin 
man’s list are Elizabeth Collett, ‘‘who 
was married to a blind boot repairer,” 
and Joseph Harker, “‘believed to have 
driven an omnibus in London.”

New Orleans, March 1.—‘In Nica- 
ragua the people are tired of war and 
strife.

Judge Samuel B. Hoyt built a home 
before the war and itt now’ stands, a 
dilapidated frame building, at 76 East 
Hunter street.

It was after- 
wards the home of Oliver H. Jones, a 
pioneer citizen, who opened thg first 
large livery stable !n Atlanta. Judge 
Hoyt has two children living, Mrs.

Hoyt, of Atlanta. A number of Mr. 
Jones’ descendants are residents of 
the city. Adjoining the Hoyt home 
was another ‘old antebellum residence, 
which was owned by the late Dr. Wil- 
liam S.| Armstrong, it being presented 
to him as a bridal present by his 
father-in-law, Lemuel P. Grant.

There stands at 19 East Mitchell 
street the antebellum home of Green

Old Home of Judge Collier. 
Judge John Collier built his home be- 
fore the war on what is now Nelson 
street, No. 47. That section of the city 
before the war was regarded as an 
ideal locality for homes, and not far 
from the Collier home was the Inman 
home “which was built just after the 
war.

Home of George G. Hull. 

Right across the street from the old 
Peeples homg is the ante-bellum home 
of George G. Hull, which also once fac- 
ed on Peachtree street. Mr. Hull was 
one of the earliest settlers in Atlanta 
and he was one of four citizens who 
appeared before. the city council in 
1869 to obtain permission to organize 
and equip a hook and ladder fire 
company. Those with him were Wil- 
liam Rushton, “Fred F. Coulter, R. F. 
Maddox and J. M, Cc. Hulsey. Permis- 
sion was granted them and Atlanta 
secured a hook and ladder for its vol- 
unteer department. The old Hull home 
and the old Peeples home facing each 
other like two sentinels. They stand 
in the midst of modern and palatial 
structures with nothing to recommend 
them save their history and their 
memories; but built in a time when 
houses were made to last they may 
still feel boastful over their more pre- 
tentious neighbors erected in a more 
mercenary age.

The most appealing argument The Con- 
stitution has recently seen in behalf of the 
stay-on-the-farm movement is contained in 
the communication, published in another 
column, from a virile young homespun 
philosopher.

His comment marks him as an 
individual of phenomenally accurate and 
comprehensive powers of observation and 
deduction.

But, as 
he says, what is ‘money when your time

To hundreds 
of thousands of people from the country, 
it is truth itself if they will admit it. Life 
and rivalry press ever more intensely and 
remorselessly in our great centers of civili- 
zation.

WILSON’S INNOVATIONS. 


President-elect Wilson has set politica! 
Washington by the ears by proposing two 
decided innovations: (1) The spending by 
the president of a part of each day in the 
capitol so that he may keep in close touch 
with congress; (2) the calling of the vice 
president into cabinet counsels. 

There seems to be no positive harm in 
establishing either of these precedents. 
There is a sumptuous office fitted up for 
the president in the capitol building, but 
heretofore it has been the custom for him 
to occupy it only during the dying hours 
of a session when the press of congested 
legislation made necessary his constant 
contact with the lawmaking body. But 
there is no constitutional reason against his 
using the office whenever he sees proper, 
and if he can expedite legislation by so 
doing, his presence there may be helpful. 
It of course, taken for granted that 
neither Mr. Wilson nor any other president 
would invade the capitol in an attempt tuo 
unduly lobby measures through Congress or 
to use his great power to intimidate or 
drive either branch. Congress would be the 
first to resent, and justifiably, such an 
attitude, and the nation would quickly re- 
pudiate any effort overawe or brow- 
beat its representatives. But keeping close- 
ly in touch with congress in a dignified, 
reasoning, legitimate way there could be 
little complaint of the course Mr. Wilson 
has outlined. It is, in a way, difficult to 
see how he can so arrange his other duties 
as to be able to absent himself several 
hours a day from the white house. The 
law of the land, however, contemplates that 
the president shall so dispose of his time as 
to serve his country to the best advantage. 
And if the course Mr. Wilson proposes will 
promote that end, no one should quarrel 
with it. 

The innovation regarding the vice presi- 
dent has much to recommend it. That of- 
fice is now altogether too much of a nullity 
in our governmental scheme. The vice 
president is nothing but a dignified and 
ornamental presiding officer for the senate. 
Should chance at a moment’s notice make 
him the head of the nation, he is only partially 
equipped for his arduous and suddenly-im- 
posed duties. The man the nation chooses 
as a potential president. should know at 
least as much about its affairs as a cabin+-t 
officer. And if he is to be in hearty sym. 
pathy with the administration his share in 
it should be active and not perfunctory. 
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A STARTLING CHARGE. 


Connivance Between criminals and of- 
ficers of the law is held by Wallace R. 
Cheves, in a communication published else- 
where, to be one of the chief causes of the 
increase of crime in this country. This 
startling charge Mr. Cheves holds to be 
substantiated by several modern instances, 
including the notorious graft exposures in 
New York city and elsewhere and, so far 
as Atlanta is concerned, by the revelation 
of the crookedness in the administration of 
one or two justice courts. , 

It is not a new thing to have sporadic 
accusations made regarding vice and crime 
trusts, effected through extortions and in- 
timidations practiced on criminals in the 
name of the law. But it is decidedly novel 
to depict the evil as a national one\.as does 
our correspondent. Unquestionably, there 


are cases where conscienceless officials 


connive at crime by holding the whiphand 
over criminals, or by taking advantage of 
their weakness to profit by their crimes or 
misfortunes. Whether the condition is a 
national one, and whether, as Mr. Cheves 
believes, it is one of the chief causes con- 
tributory to the crime rate, is another 
question well worth the serious thought of 
this country. 

No prudent or just man for an instant 
thinks of indicting the entire machinery of 
the law in this connection. But is it pos- 
sible that our laws and our judicial system 
are so loosely constructed as to encourage 
such criminal combinations of circum- 
stances as Mr. Cheves indicates? 


PHILIPPINE INDEPENDENCE. 


The Jones bill for the independence of 
the Philippines in 1921 has already at- 
tracted wide attention, and° will become a 
live issue early in the next administration. 

Whether eight years is time enough for 
the Filipinos to work out a stable form of 
government is a mere detail, but those who 
oppose the permanent retention of the 
islands insist that this government should 
now make a declaration of its ultimate 
policy. ; 

That the Philippine people are better 
qualified for self-government than the Cu- 
ban people is testified by Admiral Dewey 
and other high officers of the army and 
navy who have served in the islands and 
come intimately in touch with the in- 
habitants. 

President Taft fears that the retirement 
of America from’ the control of affairs 
would lead to a policy of “scuttle” which 
would be disastrous and set back the 
Filipinos many years. v 

It has always been a much mooted 
question whether the Philippine islands 


were more of a burden than a b%essing, 


more of an asset than a liability. The 
tremendous cost of Philippine occupation, 
the exposed position of the islands from a 
military standpoint and the impossibility of 
properly fortifying them for defense in 
actual warfare, has been strongly urged. 

But an equally vital consideration is the 
effect of our permanent retention of this 
territory in the Orient upon our national 
policy known as the Monroe Doctrine. 

The underlying principle of the Monroe 
Doctrine was that we would keep out of 
European and eastern affairs, and would 
confine ourselves to exercising control on 
the western hemisphere. 

When we yielded that position and the 
immunity from foreign complications which 
our isolated position gave us, we disposed 
of one of the foundations on which the 
Monroe policy rested. 

Neutrality for the Philippines will have 
to be considered in the final disposition of 
the islands. Under this scheme, the Philip- 
pines would occupy the same position in the 
Orient as Switzerland in Europe and would 
be under the combined protection of all the 
countries at interest. 

President-elect Wilson, although he has 
not given his approval to the Jones Dill, 
has shown an active interest in the Philip- 
pine problem and may have some decided 
views on the. subject of ultimate reten- 
tion. 

With Mr. Bryan, as secretary of state, 
and Senator Bacon, of Georgia, as chair- 
man of the senate foreign relations commit- 
tee, the opponents of the so-called policy 
of imperialism will have strong support.

Earthly pleasures are all that people are 
thinking about here, and if anyone ts not 
rich they can’t have any pleasure at all—they 
are not good enough to be with first-class 
people. If anyone gets sick the neighbors 
have not time to visit them or walt on them. 
If anyone dies business is so rushing until 
people enough can’t turn loose to put them 
away. Have to hire it done. 

Now, boys, take a fool’s advice and let 
well enough alone, for you can do a lot worse, 
and it will be hard for you to do any better. 

If you are in the country you have friends, 
you have freedom. This is a free country, 
but if you are in the city you are not free. 
I expect to go back to the country. I am 
making more money here than I can make 
in the country, but what is money without 
Pleasure and freedom? If you are where 
money grows on vines and can’t have any 
pleasure you had better be where there is 
pleasure and happiness without money. 

Life is too short to spend unpleasantly 
and enter into a dark eternity. Now, -boys, 
think this over and see who is happy, the fel- 
low in the country with his friend and free- 
dom or the one in the city without friend or 
freedom? Your writer has experienced both, 
and desires country for his.

If Firemen Should Strike. 


(From The New York Journal of Commerce 
and Commercial Bulletin.) 

Notwithstanding the vote of the 40,000 
firemen and enginemen of the eastern rail- 
roads by about 20 to 1 in favor of a strike, 
after forty-eight hours’ notice, if their com- 
mittee sees fit to order it as a means of en- 
forcing their demands, it seems hardly con- 
ceivable that the threat will be carried out. 
The president of the brotherhood and those 
“leaders” for whom he speaks have shown a 
desire to placate public opinion and win its 
support to their side, but a strike would be 
absolutely fatal to such a purpose. It would 
be such an outrage upon all the industrial 
and business interests of the public that it 
could bring nothing but condemnation, for 
no justification could be shown. There has 
been a shallow attempt to create the impres- 
sion that the “owners” of the railroads, as 
distinguished from the managers, were try- 
ing to bring on a strike with a view to the 
ulterior purpose of forcing legislation for a 
compulsory determination of such disputes. 
There has not been the slightest evidence or 
reason to believe that either the managers or 
the men behind them, who are supposed to 
control the railroad policy, have been other- 
wise than anxious to prevent a strike if it 
can be done on reasonable terms. If a strike 
comes it will show the necessity of some 
kind of national action to protect the public 
from such calamities, but the unions will be 
held responsible for such necessity. 

Supposing under all the circumstances of 
the case this strike threat should be carried 
out, and railroad traffic should be paralyzed 
in the vast and busy section of country be- 
tween the Atlantic coast and Chicago and St. 
Louis, north of the line of the Ohio river, 
what would be the consequence? It is said 
that 680,000 railway employees would be 
thrown idle. The firemen’s brotherhood is 
said to have an accumulated fund of $538,000, 
and others may be similarly provided. Per- 
haps there might be aid from outside of the 
territory of the contest, but these resources 
would melt away rapidly. Losses to the 
railroad men, which would be. deserved, 
would be as nothing compared to those in- 
flicted upon many times the number of other 
workmen who are not as well prepared to 
stand it. The consequences to large commu- 
nities dependent upon regular and continu- 
ous transportation of supplies of food and 
materials and the distribution of products of 
labor, need not be dwelt upon. The exasper- 
ation of public feeling can only be imagined, 
and it certainly could not be diverted from 
those who ordered the strike and joined in 
it to those who made every reasonable effort 
to avoid it. There could be no safety for the 
future in giving way then, either by the rail- 
roads or the outraged public. There would be 
nothing to do but fight it out. 

The railroad companies would be bound 
by law todo all in their power to keep up 
their service. They would have to hire all 
the men they could get and the best they 
could get for the work, and struggle on as 
best they could, and the government would 
be bound to protect them from attack or 
forcible interruption or any violation of the 
legal rights of person and property. If a 
firm policy was pursued, there would be no 
alternative but for the unions to give way 
or the men to break away from them and 
exercise the liberty of free citizens to earn 
a living for themselves and families. It 
would. be a disastrous experience, but it 
would have been forced upon the country by 
the arrogance of leaders determined to exer- 
cise an irresponsible power which no com- 
bination of capitalists would dare attempt or 
be unscrupulous enough to undertake, or 
would bé for a moment permitted to indulge 
in. We may be sure that something would 
have to be done to prevent the repetition 
of such an experience. The people would 
learn that the most dangerous conspiracies,

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OLD INDUSTRIES. 


By SAM W. SMALL. 


Atlanta's production of rails for railway 
construction for the year was 18,000 tons, 
which gave her third place among the pro- 
ducing points in the United States. 

That was not last year, of course, 
away back yonder in 1857. 

The Gate City Rolling milla made the 
record and some citizens remain among us 
who remember when the stacks of those mills 
darkened the eastern horizon of the city, out 
the Georgia railroad, in the vicinity of Oak- 
land cemetery. The mills were destroyed 
during the war and another rolling mill plant 
was subsequently built out Marietta street, 
“t'other side of Brooklyn” and just beyond, 
as I recollect, where the Magnolia street 
bridge crosses the railway tracks. That mill 
also petered out along in the seventies and 
has had no successor. 

Historically, at least, it is interesting to 
recall that in that early day our new city, 
hardly a decade incorporated, had attained 
a high rank in a branch of manuractures that 
then was of superior importance. 

The only two mills that outranked the 
Gate City plant were the Montour Rolling 
mill at Danville, Pennsylvania, with an out- 
put. of 22,502 tong of rails, and the Phoenix 
Rolling mill at Phoenixville, in the same 
state, with a product of 18,590 tons. 

The mills ‘that came next after us were 
the Bay State, of Boston, 17,801 tons, and 
the Safe Harbor mill on the Susquehana, in 
Pennsylvania, with 17,528 tons. 

The total product of the year from twenty 
mills was 188,701 tons, so that Atlanta pro- 
duced nearly one-tenth of the entire national 
output of that year. And the Atlanta mil) 
was the only one of this-kind in the whole 
south, except a small mill of 1,976 tons at 
Covington, Kentucky. 

However, in the multiplication of our 
other industries and the wide extension of 
our. trade we have not greatly missed the 
vanished rail-making trade. The chemists 
got our rolling mill goat when they invented 
the new transmutations by which steel is 
made directly from the iron ore and steel 
rails supplanted the old iron rails upon our 
railways. 

_ Speaking of manufacturing, though, per- 
haps some reader of The Constitution can tell 
us what has become of the once “flourishing 
manufacturing village” called Scottsville, in 
Alabama. While reading some old documents 
the other day I ran across that description 
of it, but I cannot find any such place on the 
current map of Alabama. If the notes [I 
refer to are correct it should have béen 
hard by the city of'Tuscaloosa, but no such 
town figures in that’ vicinity now. 

The reason I mention it is because it 
appears to have been an early example of 
the “corporation town.” The company that 
owned it was incorporated by the Alabama 
legislature in 1837 and the cotton mill there 
was set to work in May of that year. A 
Mr. Scott was principal owner and called 
the place Scottsville. 

The first dividends were paid in 1841. 
They amounted to $2,200 and were expended 
at once for a family of negroes to work in 
the factory. In 1857 that family had tin- 
creased and was valued at $10,000. Other 
negroes were bought with other dividends 
and negro labor was largely used in the 
operations of the factory. 

In that year the factory, driven by a 
large overshot water wheel, had 25,000 spin- 
dles and 50 looms at work. The average 
consumption of cotton was about seventy- 
five bales per month; about one hundred 
hands were employed, three-fourths of them 
females: the capital stock was rated then 
at $117,000 and the annual dividends ran 
from ten to twelve per centum. 

The company then owned the large three- 
story factory, with two wings, a large hotel, 
a store, blacksmith, carpenter, wheelwright, 
boot and shoe shops, a saw mill, a grist 
mill, large flouring mill, a church and a 
large number of cottages and cabins. 

It was a prohibition town, also, 
company would not permit the _ sale 
liquor in the village. 

But what has become of it all? Did it 
also vanish in the ‘bloody chasm” of the 
civil war? Was it one of the long since 
sepulchered prophets of that larger, busier 
and more prosperous era in which we are 


now flourishing?

An important supplementary movement 
has now -been started in Washington under 
private auspices to care for some of the 
waifs and derelicts of this wretched traffic. 
This movement calls for an endowment 
amounting to ten millions of dollars, the 
income of which will be devoted to the crea- 
tion and support of homes, retreats where 
the helpless victims of an atrocious busi- 
ness can be _ sheltered until some self- 
supporting sphere can be opened to them, 
and where all the influences of the environ- 
ment will act tn a fashion to save them from 
the necessity of drifting back into the old 
life and as far as possible to make them 
over into useful citizens. 

There are now about a hundred of these 
refuges in this country, and it is proposed to 
provide about thirty-five hundred of them. 
One man has pledged a million-dollar con- 
tribution. and the rest of the fund is said to 
be in sight, though the enterprise has been 
on foot but a short time. 

Those who give freely to a cause of this 
kind may be said to justify the possession 
of their wealth. They are building a “Road 
of the Loving Heart.” : 

When Robert Louls Stevenson was living 
in Samoa he secured the release of some of 
the Samoans Imprisoned for political reasons, 
As an expression of their gratitude they 
built a road through the jungle to the 
house where the teller of tales lived, and by 
the side of the highway placed the inscrip- 
tion, “The Road of the Loving Heart."" Under 
this they wrote: 

“Remembering the great love of his high- 
ness, Tusitala, and his loving care when we 
were in prison and sore distressed, we have 


prepared him as ‘an enduring present this 
road which we have dug, to last forever.” 


There is no path so easy to find as the 
Road of the Loving Heart. The broad high- 
way which has here been described wil] 
be but one of the many g00d roads 
that are needed on this old earth to make it 
a better abiding place. Almost anyone, even

SAYS LAW CONNIV $s W 


WITH THE CRIMIN 


Correspondent Believes That: Venal 
Court Officials Holding Up Caminals 
Explain Law’s Deficiencies—Cites 
Several Cases. 


Editor Constitution: In a recent editorial 
entitled “The Law Shelters Crime,’ you place 
the entire blame for the increasing crime 
rate on legal technicalities and the law’s de- 
lays. : 
You quote from Judge Daniel’s charge to 
the Monroe county grand jury, in support of 
your theory, but say that he does not go far 
enough, . 

You have but to look to recent astound- 
ing and appalling disclosures all over the 
country, and make logical deductions, to ar- 
rive at the real cause of the increase in crime 
of which you complain, 

It is needless to go back a number of 
years for examples, as for instance the pecu- 
lations of that entire branch of the Savan- 
nah police force engaged on the ocean steam- 
ship wharfs, a few years ago. We have 
enough of recent exposures to put us all in 
a frame of mind to think and seek for causes 
and remedies. 

The New York murder and graft cases, 
the bribery cases reported from various sec- 
tions of the country, the recent impeachment 
case at Washington, with others pending, 
and to bring the matter to your own door 
steps, the recent indictment ofa fustice of 
the peace and the officers of his court, by a 
Fulton county grand jury. These are only a 
few instances in the maelstrom of Iike prac- 
tices all over the country, were the truth 
known. Your Atlanta case, I dare say, is 
only one among many, and they are not all 
confined to justice court officials either. 

If the underworld had the backing and 
courage to come forward and tell all they 
know there would be a sensation such as this 
country has never known. 

It is the belief of a great many people that 
a large per cent of ail crimes are committed 
with the knowledge and connivance of the 
sworn officers of the law. 

Our judiciary is not involved tn these 
matters by way of sins of commission, but 
by sins of omission, in that the judge does 
not always look closely enuugh into the nolle 
prosequi cases, and to the personnel of the 
jury in certain criminal cases where’ county 
officials manifest an interest. 

In the case of a woman of the underworld, 
reported in the newspapers from Judge Charl- 


7 ton’s Savannah court, in a habeas corpus pro- 


ceeding, Judge Charlton asked for the papers 
in the case. A deputy sheriff produced them 
from his pocket. Judge Charlton inquired 
rather sharply why these papers had not 
been returned to the committing magistrate, 
properly indorsed, at the time of service. 
He was told by the officer that it was the 
practice of attaches of the sheriff's office to 
hold warrants until such time as they were 
ready to return them. Judge Charlton repri- 
manded him rather sharply, and telling him 
that it was his duty to return all warrants 
to the committing magistrate immediately 
after they were served, discharged the wom- 
an. The woman was subsequently brought 
before Judge Charlton for reduction of an 
exorbitant bond on another charge. Judge 
Chariton cut the bond half in two and stated 
from the bench that he believed that the 
second charge would never have been brought 
but for the fact that he had dismissed the 
first case. 

The surprising part of the above its that 
Judge Charlton did not grasp the situation 
fully. Just so long as an arresting officer 
can withhold a warrant, with his iIndorse- 
ment of service, just so long he can wield a 
menacing club over the head of the culprit 
to be used, if he be so inclined, to extort 
money or for other sinister purposes. 

The very natural query is, why are net 
these practices exposed? The answer is 
easy. It is only the criminal classes that 
are involved, and the menacing club is al- 
ways swinging over their heads. And, then, 
too, it is next to {mpossible to convict an 
attache of the sheriff’s office, a fact of which 
the criminal classes are fully cognizant, and 
they know further that they have all to 
lose and nothing to gain by an attempt at 
exposure, a fact that reflects the sin of omis- 
sion On the part of our judiciary. 

The average deputy sheriff has a very ex- 
aggerated idea of his authority in executing 
the law, a belief that is fully concurred in 
by the average criminal. 

Atlanta has enjdyed the distinction, for a 
number of years past, of making the great- 
est number of arrests, in proportion to pop- 
ulation, of any city in the union. This, tn a 
measure, reflects credit on the integrity of 
Atlanta’s police force; they are at least will- 
ing to share the fines with the municipality, 
while in a great many other cities and towne 
the fines are collected before the arrest, hence 
no arrest. 

The query is: If a violator of the law 
can buy immunity from officers of the law 
for the commission of one class of crimes, 
why not all classes? 

To sum the whole matter up and reduce 
it to its last analysts, the average criminal 
and a large per cent of officers of the law 
are too close together, they understand one 
another too well, and therein lies the cause 
of increase in crime rate.

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PAYING RAILROAD 


Of Ten Roads Whose Reports 
Are Submitted, Only One 
Shows a Decreased Percent- 
age in Operating Expenses. 


The state railroad commission has 
just completed some interesting tables 
of figures showing the comparative 
Statements of earnings and operating 
expenses of ten principal trunk line 
railroads on their Georgia traffic for 
the last three- years, ending June 39, 
1910, 1911 and, 1912. 

The percentage of operating expenses 
to gross earnings shows the per cent 
of every dollar received as revenue 
paid out in operating the roads. Oper- 
ating expenses do not include taxes, 
interest or bonded indebtedness or ex- 
Penditures for new investments, im- 
provements or additions to capital ac- 
count. » 

Of the ten roads whose reports have 
been studied, only one shows a de- 
creased percentage in operating ex- 
penses, this road being the Southern 
railway. 

All show a substantial increase over 
any previous year in gross earnings 
except the Western and Atlantic, which 
Shows a decrease as compared with 
1911. All show a decrease under 1911 
in net earnings except the Central of 
Georgia, the Southern and the Atlanta, 
Birmingham and Atlantic. 

Western and Atlantic Is Best Payer. 

The tables show that measured by 
net earnings per mile of road operated, 
the Western and Atlantic is by far the 
best paying trunk line railroad in Geor- 
gia. The Atlanta and West Point road 
ranks second in net earnings per mile. 

Here are the ten roads with thelr 
gross and net earnings per mile for 
the year 1912: 

Atlanta, Birmingham and Atlanta, 
gross, $65,249.39; met, $1,325.30. 

Atlanta and West Point, gross, $13,- 
586.01; net, $3,720.47. 

Atlantic Coast Line, gross, $8,299.96; 
net, $2,708.93. 

Central of Georgia, 
net, $2,728.61. 

Gétorgia railroad, 
net, $2,693.94. 

Georgia Southern and Florida, gross, 
$8,259.34; net, $2,412.51. 

Louisville and Nashville, gross, $3,- 
050.54; net, $2,345.49. 

Seaboard Air Line, 
net, $1,427.22. 

Southern, gross, 
446.80. 

Nashville, Chattanooga and St. Louis, 
gross, $19,353.58; net, $5,976.33. 

Four Sworn Statements. 

The above figures are taken from the 
commission’s report, made up from 
sworn statements by the railroads. 

Other figures recently issued by the 
commission show that the gross earn- 
ings of the railroads in Georgia for the 
fiscal year ending June 30, 1912, were 
$50,813,552.22, against $47,262,459.27 for 
the year of 1911. 

This shows an increase in gross earn- 
ings of $3,561,090.95 for the year. The 
net earnings, however, decreased by 
$158,714.65. Investigation on the part 
of the, commission revealed that this 
condition is due to the increase in oper- 
ating expenses, the two main items of 
increase being ‘‘wages and maintenance 
and equipment.”

LAWYER IS SENTENCED 
ON BLACKMAIL CHARGE 


Cincinnati, March 1.—Thomas Steele, 
ten years ago a member of the bar at 
Columbus and member of a well-known 
Ohio family, indicted and convicted of 
blackmail, appeared before Federal 
Judge Hollister today and begged to be 
given the punishment to avoid which 
he had been a fugitive for tén years. 


He declared that after having been’ 
jeonvicted and sentenced to a fine and 


thirteen months’ imprisonment, he had 
left Columbus while out on bond. He 
said he changed his name and located, 
in a foreign country, where he has 
since been prosperous. Worried by @ 
troublesome conscience, however, he re- 
cently decided to return and accept his 
punishment. 

Steele’s lawyer told Judge Hollister 
that the department of justice had heen 
acquainted with Steele’s case, had rec- 
ommended a pardon, and that President 
Taft now has the matter of a pardon 
before him. 

Judge Hollister said he had reason 
to know that the facts as stated to him 
were true. He then ordered Steele to 
serve thirteen months in Fort Leaven- 
worth penitentiary and to pay a fine of 
$5 and costs. 


FRIEDMANN’S SERUM 
FOR POOR AND RICH 


New York, March 1.—The widespread 
attention which has been drawn to the 
tuberculosis serum of Dr. Frederich 
Franz Friedmann, the young German 
bacteriologist, will be brought to a 
climax next week. Announcement was 
made today that on Monday Dr. Fried- 
mann would open offices near his hotel 
on Fifth avenue, and for two weeks 
conduct a public clinic, where the poor 
as well as the rich would be treated, 
the serum to be administered free to 
those who cannot afford to pay for it. 

It is declared that a number of Amer- 
ican physicians will be invited to at-, 
tend the clinic to assist in diagnosing 
the cases and to watch them afterward 
and learn Dr. Friedmann's method. He 
has claimed that within a week the 
beneficial effects of the serum will be 
apparent. The doctor says that more 
than 56,000 applications for treatment 
have been received. 


BAN HAS BEEN PLACED 
ON “BARBARY COAST” 


San Francisco, March 1.—Orders of 
the police commission restricting the 
notorious “Barbary coast” were ap- 
Plied exactly at midnight last night. 
No defiance was visible, and gradually 
the crowd of sightseers that had as- 
sembled to witness the “funeral,” as it 
was termed on the “coast,” melted 
away. 

Hereafter, the police say, there Is 
to be a dividing line between the cafes 
of “Bohemia” and their counterfelts— 
the dives. The dance halls on Pacific 
street that won for that thoroughfare 
the sobriquet, “Terrific street,” will be 
closed toclumming parties that include 
women. Only the women regularly em- 
ployed in these places, at stipulated 
salaries, will be allowed inside, an 
the proprietors say their revenue will 
be cut more than 50 per cent. 

Promrtly at midnight last night all 
women visitors were requested to leave 
and most of them did. No more were 
vllowed to enter. 


FIGHTING CATTLE TICK 
IN SOUTHERN STATES 


Washington, March 
made during the past 
southern states in the eradication of 
the ticks which spread the disease 
among cattle known as Texas fever or 
ticket fever, has resulted in an order 
from Secretary of Agriculture Wilson, 
effective today, by which 19,490 square 
miles in the south is released from 
quarantine. 

A total of 24,083 square miles of in- 
fected territory was released from 
quarantine during the past year, and 
since the work of tick eradication was 
begun in 1906 more than 187,000 square 
miles, an area greater than South Car- 
olina, Georgia, Alabama and Mississippl 
combined, has been released. 

The quarantine is to be continued 
against the removal of cattle, except 
under certain conditions, from the fol- 
lowing territory, which has not yet 
been freed of ticks: All of Florida 
and Louisiana, the greater portion of 
Alabama, Arkansas, Georgia, Mississipl, 
Oklahoma, South Carolina and Texas,

| Will History Repeat Itself?

Is the democratic party in power for 
a long period? That seems improb- 
able. Peril lurks in its unwieldy 
strength. With both the executive and 
the legislative branches of the gov- 
ernment in its hands, it alone will be 
held responsible for the conduct of 
public business; and the proceedings 
of the Baltimore convention revealed 
the existence of factional divisions 
which can hardly be healed by any 
form of compromise. Another peril lies 
in the commitment of-the party to the 
one-term idea, for it notifies all the 
fellow partisans of a president who 
competed with him for the nomination, 
that they must begin at once to culti- 
vate popularity even at the expense 
of quarreling with him, tf they would 
try for better luck in the next conven- 
tion. For example, President Cleve- 
land’s first administration, though 
abounding in mistakes due to his own 
and his party’s inexperience, led natu- 
rally up to his renomination in 1888 
and 1892; but, once seated for what 
was known to be his final] term, all the 
vials of personal envy and factional 
malice were poured upon him. His 
party was broken in twain, and the 
larger fragment, usurping leadership 
in the next campaign, went down in a 
disaster whose effects it has taken six- 
teen years to repair. 

Whether history is soon to repeat it- 
self depends less on Mr. Wilson's at- 
titude than on the willingness of all 
his democratic rivals to work unself- 
ishly with him for the larger good of 
the whole party. But human nature 
is—human nature.

SALESMANSHIP. 


The big thing that a salesman has 


to think of when he starts out on his 
| first trip is the selling talk that he is 


‘going to use.

Of course, it is impos- 
sible for a salesman to use the same 


| talk to every prospective buyer whom 


he interviews, nevertheless there is the 
general idea in the whole trip 
has to be worked out to every 
man. 

In planning a sales talk, the two 
chief factors which have to be remem- 
bered are that after all is said and 
done salesmanship just consists of two 
things—suggestion and persuasion. But 
there are many subdivisions into whica 
it is divided and it may be roughly said 
that the salesman has to work upon 
the mentality of his customer suffi- 
ciently to arouse interest, attention, 
desire, decision and action. 

The first point—interest—is ap- 
proached according to the type of man 
the customer is, but it can be safely 
said that in nine cases out of ten the 
thing which interests a business man 
mostis the suggestion of gain for his 
business. If the salesman can, right 
at the start, suggest to the merchant 
that it will be to his advantage to 
listen to the proposition which he has 
to put before him, he will nearly al- 
ways get a respectful hearing. In some 
cases interest can be aroused by some 
method of approach which is entirely 
foreign to the goods which the sales- 
man is trying to sell, but this is not 
often satisfactory. It is not desirable 
to have to switch the conversation 
back to the important sales talk after 
it has once gotten going along some 
other line. 
eA good business man desires to hear 
a brief outline of the proposition the 
salesman has to make, in order that 
he may decide as to whether he can 
afford to devote any time to the mat- 
ter Consequently the salesman who 
will meet with most consideration from 
his customers is the one who will 
state his businessinthe briefest pos- 
sible manner and as concisely as can 
be in order to deat a correct idea of 
the proposition. 

To arouse a customer ‘’s interest, state 
your proposition as quickly and as at- 
tractively a&® you can, in such @ man- 
ner that the merchant will catch the 
idea that it will be profitable to him 
to listen to you, and then abide by his 
decision as to whether he wants to give 
you a hearing or not. If not, wait un- 
til some other time when you can call 
on him again and once more present 
the matter to him. In any case, dowmot 
enlarge upon your subject at the start, 
but leave that for the later period in 
the talk when you are striving to 
arouse his desire for the goods you 
have to sell.

THE RETAIL MERCHANT. 


It is an axiom among merchants that 
“eoods well bought are half sold.” 
Every man who does his own buying 
will realize the truth of this proverb, 
and it {s to his interest to see that nis 
goods are always bought as well as 
his facilities and the market will al- 
low him.

It is sometimes hard for a mer- 
chant to realize that it is as much to 
his interest to listen to the different 
propositions that the many salesmen 
have to set before him as it Is to their 
interest to secure his attention, but 
this is most emphatically so. ' Every 
merchant should remember that every 
salesman who calls upon him may have 
a line of goods to sell that Will be bet- 
ter buying for him than 
doing in the past, and so it is to his 
interest to at least find out what the 
salesman has to offer. 

When the merchant’s time is very 
restricted he should be careful to 1!m- 
press upon the salesmen that he can- 
not give them much time and. he should 
request that they outline their offers 
as briefly and as quickly as possible. 
Then the merchant can decide as to 
whether he wants to go more fully 
into the line with the salesman or not. 
But, Mr. Merchant, do not let a trav- 
eling man leave your office or store 
until you have at least discovered what 
it is he has to sell and what kind of 
a@ proposition he can make you. It is 
quite possible that the man to whom 
you refused any kind of a hearing had 
goods which would have turned over 
a net profit for you that would have 
helped. to swell the results of your 
years business more than any other 
line you carry. Never miss an oppor- 
tunity *to half sell your goods by good 
buying in the first Pat) peace.

THE CREDIT MAN. 


There are two factors which should 
have more to do with the granting of 
credit than the size of a man’s bank 
account. They are character and busi- 
ness ability. In regard to the first, a 
man with small capital, but unimpeach- 
able honesty ts a risk that is prefer- 
able to the man with unHmited capital 
and very doubtful honesty. This seems 
to be an axiom that should be unnec- 
sary of repetition, but it is unfortu- 
nately true that too many credit men 
look too much to the size of the cus- 
tomer’s capital and too little to the 
other factors that enter into the ques- 
tion. 

Many a man Is doing a splendid busi- 
ness upon very little capital, and is 
actually a good risk for a house to 
place upon their books. He may be a 
better business man than his compet- 
itor who has tinlimited money behind 
him, and is probably turning over his 
stock three times to the other’s once. 
Probably the two most important 
points that a credit man can find out 
is the amount of capital and the 
amount of business done. The rela- 
tionship of these two things is of vital 
importance in determining @ man's 
credit rating and the proportion of the 
two should always be considered of 
first importance in rendering the de- 
cision. 

It is an important thing for the 
credit man to see to that the accounts 
of the firm are collected as quickly as 
is possible. Long time accounts are 
bad for business, even if there are 
practically no bad debts incurred. In 
the first place the amount of capital 
which is tied up eats up a vast deal of 
profit; and, secondly, accounts are fre- 
quently lost on account of the bill hav- 
A debtor will 
often decide to buy goods from another 
house ao see Ny because he is afraid that 
he has run his account too high with 
the first. one, while all the time he 
never thinks of not paying the orig- 
inal account. In this way the firm 
loses business which a prompter col- 
lection of accounts would have Kept. A 
firm can easily train their customers 
in one of two habits—the habit of 
or the habit of delin- 
Every firm should be apostles 
of short terms. It will put .business 
on a firmer footing.

But this class of people 
do not make good buyers, and the ad- 
vertiser should always remember that 
the man who will probably be influ- 
enced by his ads to remember the firm 
name and ask for these foods from his 
retailer is generally too busy to write 
to ask for a small can of the goods as 
a sample. He is the thoughtful busi- 
ness man who never misses an oppor- 
tunity to secure something of benefit 
to himself or his firm, and yet who 
will not buy on the spur of the curi- 
osity the ad has aroused, but will make 
a memorandum to try-.those goods the 
next time he is in the market for that 
particular class of merchandise,

By that time he expects the 
work of tick eradication, which has 
been in progress in Elbert county for 
several months now, will have pro- 
gressed far enough to place tiat county 
beyond the cattle tick quarantine.
